Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Quayle  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1940. 

Owing  to  present  conditions  and  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  the  Report  is  considerably  abbreviated,  but  all  essential 
details  of  the  many  duties  carried  out  by  your  Health  Department 
are  embodied.  A full  description  of  all  the  existing  Schemes  will  be 
found  in  the  copy  of  the  Report  for  1938. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  estimated  population  for  the  year  again 
shows  an  ^ncrease,  being  now  148,600,  with  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  42,319.  The  Birth  Rate  was  9-4  per  thousand  as  against 
10-6  per  thousand  of  the  previous  year,  and  is  low  in  comparison 
with  the  country  as  a whole.  The  fall  in  the  Birth  Rate  this  year  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  war  situation. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12-32  per  thousand  as  against  14-8  per 
thousand  in  1939,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  of  14-3 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  largest  single  cause  of 
death  is  again  Cancer. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  town  during  the 
year  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  except  for  a very  considerable 
epidemic  of  Measles,  causing  three  deaths.  This  is  largely  due  to  the 
influx  of  evacuees  to  the  town. 

The  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  carried  out 
intensively,  and  the  response  is  excellent,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  8,119  children  had  been  immunised.  The  results  of  this  should 
be  seen  in  future  years  in  the  lowered  incidence  of  the  disease. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  has 
been  materially  increased  owing  to  the  Evacuation.  Several  Mater- 
nity Homes  Avere  opened  and  it  was  found  'necessary  to  establish 
certain  ancillary  Homes  for  such  things  as  Skin  conditions.  Sick 
Children  and  Residential  Nursery.  The  Scheme  has  worked  smoothly 
but  has  given  rise  to  many  difficult  problems,  all  of  which  have 
been  overcome. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  has  continued  smootlily. 
Again  a great  increase  of  work  has  been  thrown  on  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff  by  the  present  war  emergency. 
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I cannot  comment  on  all  details  of  the  Report  but  I would 
earnestly  recommend  your  careful  perusal  of  the  whole  of  the  body 
of  the  Report. 

In  conclusion,  I would  commend  to  you  the  willing  and  excellent 
work  carried  out  by  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff, 
and  I should  like  to  welcome  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement 
and  help  through  these  difficult  times.

Births. — During  the  year,  1,399  births  were  registered  as  against  . 
1,460  for  the  year  1939.  The  birth  rate  was  9-4  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  the  lowest  recorded  in  Blackpool.  It  is  considerably  lower 
than  the  figure  recorded  for  the  country  as  a whole  (14-6)  and  than 
the  average  of  126  County  Boroughs  and  great  towns  (16-0).  The 
figure,  however,  is  probably  not  a true  comparative  figure  because  of 
the  various  factors  due  to  the  war,  such  as  evacuation  and  the  vast 
movement  of  population  caused  thereby.  Further,  in  Blackpool,  a 
fairly  large  proportion  of  the  population  is  older  people  beyond 
child-bearing  age. 
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The  illegitimate  births  numbered  103  (50  male  and  53  female), 
and  represented  7-4  per  cent  of  the  total  births.  This  is  somewhat 
Jiiigher  than  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  0-8  per  cent.  The  illegitimate 
birth  rate  was  0-69  per  1,000  of  population.

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Blackpool  residents  during  1940, 
whether  within  or  without  the  Borough,  was  2,293.  This  includes  157 
deaths  of  Blackpool  patients  in  the  Fylde  Institution. 

The  death  rate  for  1940  was,  therefore,  12-32  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  14-8  for  1939. 

COMPAEABILITY  OF  CRUDE  DeATH  RaTE 

If  the  population  of  all  areas  were  similarly  constituted,  the 
crude  death  rate  (rate  per  1,000  of  the  population)  could  be  accepted 
as  comparative  measures  of  the  mortalities  experienced  by  the 
several  populations. 

In  practice,  however,  populations  are  not  so  constituted  and  the 
Registrar  General  furnished  a comparability  factor  for  treatment  of 
the  crude  death  rate.  In  Blackpool,  this  factor  is  -80  and  the  Registrar 
General  also  intimated  that  his  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid- 
1940  was  148,600,  and  this  figure  has  been  used  in  calculation  of 
statistics  throughout  my  report. 

The  death  rate  of  12-32  per  1,000  of  the  population  compares 
with  that  of  other  parts  of  the  country  as  follows: —

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Tuberculosis  was  stated  to  be  the  cause  of  death  in  73  cases; 
61  eases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  organs  and  12  of  tuber- 
culosis of  other  parts  of  the  body.  The  figure  is  six  less  than  that  for 
the  previous  year  and  as  a result  the  death  rate  from  the  disease 
shows  a slight  decrease.  It  is,  however,  to  be  expected  that  under  the 
conditions  of  war,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  likely  to  rise  to  some 
degree. 

Cancer  again  figures  very  highly  as  a cause  of  death.  During  the 
year,  259  deaths  have  been  caused  by  the  disease;  119  male  and  140 
female.  Idie  figure  is  rather  lower  than  that  for  last  year  when  it  was 
284,  but  on  the  whole  the  disease  is  on  the  increase.  Last  year  the 
Cancer  Act  was  passed,  but  owing  to  the  war  the  provisions  have 
been  postponed.  By  it,  local  authorities  have  to  prepare  schemes  for 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer,  so  that  an  attempt  may  be 
made,  by  getting  earlier  diagnosis  and  consequent  treatment  done 
at  a time  when  it  might  be  effective,  to  reduce  this  terrible  scourge. 

Infantile  Deaths. — Seventy-eight  children  under  the  age  of  12 
months  died  during  1940  with  an  infant  mortality  of  53  per  1,000 
births.  This  was  very  slightly  lower  than  the  figure,  53-5  per  1,000, 
in  1939.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  55  per  1,000  births  and 
in  the  126  great  towns  it  was  61  per  1,000. 

In  69%  of  all  infantile  deaths  the  cause  was  due  to  premature 
birth  and  congenital  malformation,  conditions  for  which  it  is  very 
difficult  to  suggest  a remedy.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  the 
work  of  the  ante-natal  and  child-welfare  clinics  is  showing  its  result 
in  the  gradual  fall  in  the  infantile  death  rate. 

Uncertified  Deaths. — One  hundred  and^ninety-two  deaths  were 
subject  of  a coroner’s  inquest.  In  62  cases  the  death  was  registered 
without  certificates  by  practitioners  or  coroner.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  town  during  1940  has 
been  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  except  that  measles  has  been  preva- 
lent. Constant  visiting  and  supervision  of  contacts  is  an  essential  in 
keeping  these  diseases  within  bounds. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  cases,  two  deaths. 
Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  these  cases  or  $8-9%  were  isolated  in 
hospital.  Where  there  is  a possibility  of  suitable  isolation  at  home 
this  is  encouraged,  and  the  tendency  is,  therefore,  to  reduce  the 
hospital  isolation  as  regards  the  number  of  cases.  It  is  also  no  longer 
necessary  to  isolate  the  normal  case  for  longer  than  about  four  weeks. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  05  cases  with  three  deaths.  All  of  these, 
except  one,  were  treated  in  hospital. 

PREVENTION  OF  DIPHTHERIA 

An  immunisation  clinic  to  deal  mainly  with  pre-school  children 
was  opened  in  1935.  During  the  summer  of  1939  an  intensive  cam- 
paign was  carried  out  among  the  school  children.  The  response  was 
excellent  and  5,935  school  children  were  immunised.  During  1940, 
163  children  under  5 and  68  over  5,  were  immunised  at  the  clinic. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number^of  children  immunised  since 
the  beginning  of  the  scheme,  calculating  the  age  as  at  31st  December, 


1940,  was: —

Measles. — There  was  a fairly  considerable  epidemic  of  measles 
during  the  year.  There  were  3,254  cases  notified  and  of  these  three 
children  aged  1 to  2 years  died.  There  is  a marked  increase  over  last 
year  but  the  influx  of  evacuees  with  the  consequent  overcrowding, 
was  a decided  factor  in  the  incidence.  Four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
of  these  cases  were  treated  in  hospital. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Forty-nine  cases  were 
notified.  Of  these  23  were  treated  in  hospital  and  there  was  one 
death.  There  was  a big  evacuation  of  expectant  mothers  to  this  area 
and  this  naturally  tends  to  cause  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Eleven  cases  were  notified  and  all 
treated  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  All  the  cases  recovered 
without  impaired  vision. 

Rubella. — There  was  a fairly  extensive  outbreak  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine  cases  being 
notified  to  me.  One  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  these  were  treated  in 
hospital. 

Six  hundred  and  ten  cases  of  Chickenpox  and  736  of  Whooping 
cough  were  reported  during  the  year,  mainly  through  the  School 
Attendance  Officer. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  tends  to  show  an  increase.  The 
following  table  gives  the  analysis  of  the  cases  notified  during  the 
year  and  the  deaths  Avith  reference  to  the  age  and  sex: —

Notifications. — During  1940  the  total  number  of  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis was  278:  206  pulmonary  and  72  non-pulmonary.  Of  these, 
185  (135  pulmonary  and  50  non-pulmonary)  were  primary  notifica- 
tions, and  93  (71  pulmonary  anci  22  non-pulmonary)  were  supple- 
mentary notifications.  These  were  made  up  as  follows: — 17  from 
death  returns;  four  posthumous  notifications;  four  lost  trace — re- 
turned; and  68  transfers  from  other  areas.  The  last  figure  which 
comprises  24-9%  of  the  total  notifications  is  of  interest  as  showing 
how  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  is  inflated  by  such 
a large  percentage  of  patients  coming  to  live  in  Blackpool  for  health 
reasons. 

Mortality. — During  the  year  the  number  of  deatlis  registered  as 
tuberculosis  was  73  (61  pulmonary  and  12  non-pulmonary).  This 
represents  a death  rate  of  -49  per  1,000.  Of  this  total  the  number  of 
deaths  certified  as  due  to  tuberculosis  who  had  not  previously  been 
notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease  numbered  17  (11  pulmonary 
and  six  non-pulmonary). 
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Notification  Register. — As  in  previous  years  a careful  record  of 
the  movement  of  all  patients  has  been  kept.  This  ensures  that  at  any 
time  this  register  gives  an  accurate  record  of  the  known  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  Borough. 

The  following  table  shows  the  fluctuation  of  patients  during  the 
year  and  the  mimber  on  the  register,  but  at  the  beginning  and  the 
end  of  the  period.  The  number  of  deaths  shown  are  the  total  number 
of  deaths  of  persons  whose  names  are  on  the  register  whether  cer- 
tified as  actually  dying  of  tuberculosis  or  not:—

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  visited  many 
cases  at  their  homes  in  consultation  with  the  patient’s  family  doctor. 
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The  Dispensary.  - The  dispensary  carried  out  its  function 
admirably  during  the  year.  Three  dispensaries  are  held  each  week 
at  'which  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  nurses  are  in  regular  attendance. 


During  the  year,  845  cases,  excluding  contacts,  were  examined 
at  the  dispensary  and  there  were  3,174  attendances.  Of  the  845  cases 
examined,  380  were  new  cases  and  of  these  145  were  found  to  be 
definitely  tuberculous  (100  pulmonary  and  45  non-pulmonary)  and 
235  found  to  be  free  oi  the  disease.  About  95%  of  all  new  cases  are 
referred  to  the  dispensary  by  their  family  doctor,  and  a full  report 
of  the  conditions  found  is  sent  to  the  doctor  in  each  case.  Early 
diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  is  of  vital  necessity  if  the  patient  is  to 
benefit  materially  by  treatment,  for  this  can  only  be  obtained  by 
close  co-operation  between  medical  practitioners  and  the  Tuber- 
culosis Officer.  The  co-operation  is  forthcoming  and  I am  grateful 
to  the  practitioners  for  their  help. 


Contacts. — The  examination  of  contacts,  especially  children  and 
adolescents  is  an  integral  part  of  the  scheme,  particularly  with  a view 
to  preventing,  if  possible,  the  onset  of  tubercidosis,  or,  in  the  event 
of  the  disease  being  found  present,  to  make  a diagnosis  early,  when 
treatment  may  be  expected  to  have  the  most  beneficial  results. 


During  the  year,  126  contacts  were  examined,  71  for  the  first 
time,  and  there  were  276  attendances.  Of  these  contacts  six  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Several  children, 
however,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  debility  and  general  poor 
physical  resistance.  These  were  kept  under  close  observation,  supplied 
with  malt  and  oil,  and  if  necessary,  extra  nourishment,  as  this  type 
of  case  is  undoubtedly  more  prone  to  develop  the  disease. 


During  the  year,  34  cases  were  written  off  the  dispensary 
register  as  cured,  32  were  transferred  to  other  areas,  10  were  lost 
trace  of  and  49  died. 


Of  the  631  cases  on  the  notification  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  589  or  93-3%  were  attending  the  dispensary.  The  small  number 
of  cases  who  do  not  attend  the  dispensary  are  private  patients  who, 
although  notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  are  attended  by  their 
own  doctors,  and  if  necessary  go  to  private  sanatoria.  Reports  on 
these  cases  are  received  from  the  doctors  from  time  to  time. 


Sputum  Examinations. — Specimens  of  sputum  are  examined  for 
tuberculosis  at  our  own  laboratory  at  the  Municipal  Health  Centre, 
and  during  the  year,  1,032  examinations  were  made,  as  compared 
with  788  examinations  in  1939.  One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  were 
found  positive  for  tuberculosis. 
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X-ray  Examinations. — 'I’hn  arrangeiiionts  for  X-ray  examina- 
tions are  as  in  previous  years.  During  the  year,  531  X-ray  examina- 
tions were  made. 


Sunlight  Treatment. — 'I’liis  form  of  treatment  has  been  found 
very  beneficial  in  certain  forms  of  tuberculosis,  and  togetlier  witli 
general  hygiene  treatment  and  increased  nourishment,  is  extremely 
useful  in  improving  the  general  physique  of  contacts  and  possible 
suspects.  With  the  development  of  our  new  Solarium  and  local 
treatment  lamp,  a larger  number  of  cases  can  be  dealt  with. 


During  the  year  134  new  cases  Avere  dealt  Avith  in  addition  to 
cases  from  the  previous  year.  In  all  3849  general  exposures  were 
given  and  in  addition  1130  local  exposures  AAdth  the  Kromayer  lamp. 
The  type  of  cases  dealt  AAuth  are:  T.B.  glands;  T.B.  abdomen;  lupus; 
general  debility.  The  results  are  most  gratifying  and  most  patients 
benefit  considerably. 


Artificial  Pneumothorax  Treatment. — All  cases  considered  suit- 
able for  this  form  of  treatment  are  admitted  to  Meathop  Sanatorium 
or  Crossley  Sanatorium.  There,  after  observation,  if  they  are  found 
suitable,  the  treatment  is  given.  During  the  year,  10  cases  attended  at 
Meathop  Sanatorium  for  refills.  Twelve  other  cases  received  treat- 
ment at  the  ElsAvick  Sanatorium  under  an  agreement  Avith  the 
Lancashire  County  Council.  This  form  of  treatment  is  becoming  more 
common  and  it  is  hoped  during  the  next  year  to  establish  a clinic  at 
the  Municipal  Health  Centre  Avhere  refills  can  be  carried  out.  This 
Avill  materially  increase  the  scope  of  the  work  and  make  it  much 
easier  for  patients  to  attend  for  refills. 


Necessitous  Cases. — Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  and 
eggs  is  supplied  daily  to  suitable  cases  receiving  domiciliary  treat- 
ment. With  the  war  the  supply  of  eggs  has  been  necessarily  cur- 
tailed but  milk  is  continued.  Further  costs  of  any  surgical  apparatus 
in  non-pulmonary  cases  is  met  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Health 
Committee  in  accordance  Avith  the  financial  circumstances  of  the 
patient.  During  the  year,  114  patients  were  on  ancillary  treatment. 


Sanatorium  Treatment. — The  ward  at  the  sanatorium  has  con- 
tinued in  use  throughout  the  year.  In  addition  18  beds  are  rented  in 
Meathop  Sanatorium  and  have  been  kept  occupied  during  the  year. 
Patients  are  sent  to  other  sanatoria  as  far  as  possible,  but  it  is  being 
found  increasingly  difficult,  oAving  to  the  war,  to  get  sufficient 
tuberculosis  beds  and  as  a result  Ave  have  an  ever-increasing  Avaiting 
list.  The  following  table  shows  the  admissions  to  various  sanatoria 
during  the  year.

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Medical  Relief  by  Public  Assistance  Committee. — Under  the 
provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  work  was  taken 
over  by  the  Corporation,  and  for  the  purposes  of  brief  description  it 
may  be  referred  to  under  the  categories  of  outdoor  and  indoor  medical 
relief.  The  Borough  is  divided  into  three  districts,  the  Northern, 
Central  and  Southern.  Doctors  l^ucas.  Miller  and  Louden  are  the 
medical  officers  of  the  districts  re.spectively. 

For  the  purpose  of  .indoor  medical  relief  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Local  Government  Act,  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  tlie  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  Infirmary  at  Kirk- 
ham  to  continue  to  be  used  for  the  treatment  of  Blackpool  cases. 
The  institution  is  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  County 
Council,  and  the  area  served  by  it  comprises  Blackpool,  Lytham 
St.  Alines,  Kirkham,  Poulton,  Thornton,  Fleetwood  and  the  Fylde 
Rural  District,  with  a combined  area  of  67,509  acres  and  a popula- 
tion of  170,625  (1931  census).  The  available  accommodation  in  the 
Infirmary  is  as  follows:  for  men,  68  beds;  for  women,  69  beds;  for 
children,  three  beds;  total  140  beds.  In  addition,  six  beds  are  avail- 
able for  maternity  cases.

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District  Nursing.— Six  distriet  nurses  arc  now  employed  by  the 
Health  Department  of  the  Corporation,  and  their  whole  time  is 
occupied  in  district  nursing  amongst  the  sick  poor  of  the  town.  As 
far  as  possible  they  act  under  the  instructions  of  the  medical  prac- 
titioners in  attendance  upon  the  cases,  but  in  many  instances,  such 
as  those  of  chronic  bedridden  cases,  doctors  are  not  in  attendance. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  nurses  have  to  receive  their  instruc- 
tions from  me  or  to  act  according  to  their  own  judgment.  Their  work 
is  much  appreciated  and  their  services  fully  utilised.  During  the 
year  the  large  total  of  20,159  visits  Avere  paid  by  them. 

Ladies’  Sick  Poor  Association. — One  thousand  tAvo  hundred  and 
fifty-fiA'o  cases  Avere  fully  investigated  by  the  ladies  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  receh'ed  financial  help  amounting  to  £685.  16s.  during  the 
year.  Other  items  included  maintenance  fees  in  convalescent  homes, 
surgical  appliances,  rail  fares,  etc.  The  convalescent  Avork  Avhich 
claimed  much  of  the  Association’s  attention  had  to  be  very  much 
curtailed  oAA'ing  to  the  homes  being  requisitioned  for  Government 
purposes,  but  eA^^ry  effort  was  made  to  afford  treatment  and  rest  for 
cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

PUBLIC  VACCINATION 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Chief  Public  Vaccination 
Officer  and  as  from  the  1st  April,  1932,  he  took  over  the  duties  of 
Vaccination  Officer  for  the  northern  section  of  the  toAvn  on  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Rees.  Doctors  Lucas,  Miller  and  Louden  are  the 
three  Public  Vaccinators.

From  the  aboA’e  figures  it  will  be  ob.scrved  that  only  27-4  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  live  births  returned  during  the  year 
1939  AA^ere  succes.sfully  vaccinated,  Avhile  41-7  per  cent  made  statu- 
tory declarations  of  conscientious  objection. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  clinics  and  elsewhere  to 
impress  on  mothers  the  necessity  of  having  their  children  vaccinated, 
but  there  is  an  increasing  tendency  for  parents  to  avoid  vaccination 
if  they  possibly  can.  We  hope  by  continued  propaganda  to  increase 
the  numbers  and  every  attempt  will  be  made  to  do  so. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  work  carried  out  under  this  branch  of  our  Social  Service  is 
of  a varied  nature,  and  it  may  be  reported  on  under  various  headings, 
as  follows: — 

1.  Inspection  of  Registered  Midwives. — There  are  on  the 
Register  26  midwives  in  private  practice.  They  are  visited  at  least 
four  times  a year,  one  of  these  occasions  being  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer,  and  their  bags,  appliances  and  regis- 
ters, etc.,  are  supervised.  During  the  year,  106  visits  have  been  paid. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  relationship  and  co- 
operation between  the  midwives  and  the  officers  of  the  various  clinics 
is  of  the  happiest.  Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  the  mid- 
wives are  compensated  in  cases  where  they  are  temporarily  sus- 
pended for  the  purpose  of  disinfection  or  where  their  patients  are 
taken  into  the  maternity  home. 

MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

There  are  11  municipal  midwives  employed  by  the  Corporation 
under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936.  Full  details  of  the  scheme  may  be 
found  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1938. 

During  the  year  they  attended  287  cases  as  midwives  and  103 
cases  as  maternity  nurses. 

2.  Ante-Natal  Supervision. — Four  ante-natal  clinics  are  held 
weekly,  one  of  which  is  mainly  for  patients  booking  accommodation 
in  the  maternity  homes.  The  work  also  comprises  visitation  of  the 
patients  in  their  homes  by  the  health  visitors  and  if  necessary  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer.

3.  Dental  Treatment. — A scheme  is  in  operation  whereby  the 
Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  may  send  patients 
to  one  of  three  dentists,  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee,  for 
dental  treatment  which  the  patients  could  not  otherwise  have 
afforded.  The  number  sent  for  dental  treatment  during  1940  was  100 
at  an  actual  cost  to  the  Corporation  of  £178.  9s.  5d. 

4.  Provision  of  Home  Helps. — With  regard  to  the  Home  Help 
Scheme  the  difficulty  is  to  get  suitable  persons  to  take  up  this  work, 
in  spite  of  all  endeavours. 

During  the  year  we  were  able  to  supply  Home  Help  to  41  cases. 
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0.  Provision  of  Medical  Assistance  or  Attendance  of  Midwife 
at  Confinement. — Financial  help  in  appropriate  eases  is  given  by  the 
Health  Committee  towards  the  cost  of  midwives’  and  doctors’  fees.

6.  Provision  of  Residential  Accommodation  for  Maternity 
Cases. — Prior  to  1940  Blackpool  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Maternity  Block  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  With  the 
establishment  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  Emergency  Maternity 
Hospital  Scheme,  Blackpool  ]3atients  were  accommodated  in  one  of 
the  requisitioned  premises  from  August,  1939,  until  February,  1940, 
after  which  they  were  admitted  to  the  main  hospital  under  the 
Emergency  Scheme  and  an  adjustment  in  costs  made  with  the 
Ministry. 

There  were  ,576  patients  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Homes 
during  1940.  The  following  are  details  of  the  work  done  in  the 
maternity  homes  and  an  analysis  of  the  abnormalities  dealt  with. 
As  far  as.  possible  all  abnormal  cases  are  dealt  with  early,  as  they 
may  be  much  easier  to  correct  before  labour  commences  than  other-

Emergency  Maternity  Homes. — Five  emergency  maternity  homes 
opened  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  for  the  reception  of  local  and 
evacuee  expectant  mothers  were  still  functioning  at  the  beginning  of 
1940.  Three  of  these  homes  were  closed  during  1940  as  redundant.

7.  Post-Natal  Clinic. — The  Post-Natal  Clinic  has  continued  to 
be  held  during  the  year.  Patients  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  clinic 
after  confinement.  Full  examination  is  made  and  advice  given  when 
necessary.  One  hundred  and  ninety-six  patients  were  attended  to  at 
the  clinic  during  the  year. 

8.  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. — These  clinics  continued  to  function 
during  the  year.  Medical  and  nursing  advice  is  given  to  mothers, 
the  babies  are  weighed  and  examined  periodically  and  records  of  their 
progress  kept.  Dried  milk  is  given  to  suitable  cases,  either  free  or  at 
cost  price.  During  the  year,  6,206  packets  of  dried  milk  were  dis- 
pensed, 608  free  and  2,788  at  less  than  cost. 

There  were  1,517  visits  to  children  between  0-5  years  at  the 
clinics  during  the  year,  Avith  a total  of  17,912  attendances.  It  Avill  be 
noted  that  there  is  a material  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  the  clinics  and  mothers  realise  more  and  more  the  benefit 
and  assistance  they  get  in  the  bringing  up  of  their  children. 
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9.  Home  Visitation. — Home  visiting  by  the  health  visitors, 
both  to  expectant  mothers  and  to  babies,  sliows  a combined  increase. 
This  branch  of  the  work  is  most  important  as  it  gives  the  visitor  aii 
opportunity  of  observing  liome  conditions  and  giving  advice  on  all 
sorts  of  questions.

12.  Infant  Life  Protection. — All  children  nursed  out  with  foster- 
parents  are  visited  at  intervals  by  the  health  visitors,  the  first  visit 
in  all  cases  being  paid  by  the  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer.  She 
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reports  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  person  and  the  home  for  receiving

13.  Dental  Work  for  Children. — This  work  has  been  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years  by  three  local  dental  surgeons  appointed  part- 
time  by  the  Health  Committee.  During  the  year,  17  children  were 
treated.  Tlie  treatment  consists  mainly  of  extractions  although 
fillings  and  dressings  are  carried  out  when  necessary. 

14.  Birth  Control  Clinic. — Patients  attending  this  chnic  are 
those  certified  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  suffering  from  ailments  of  a 
major  nature  which  would  make  a further  confinement  a danger  to 
their  lives.  During  the  year  25  patients  were  advised.  There  were 
95  attendances. 

15.  Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths. — These  investigations 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical 
Officer.  During  the  year  there  vrere  11  deaths,  five  due  to  puerperal 
sepsis  and  six  to  other  causes.  This  gives  a maternal  mortality  rate 
of  7T  per  1,000  total  births. 

16.  Light  Treatment  Scheme. — The  Sunlight  Clinic  established 
in  1939  has  been  in  full  operation.  Treatment  for  various  conditions 
is  given  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme.  A course  of  treatment  is

Clinics  are  held  at  the  Health  Centre  each  day  of  the  week,  four 
for  males  and  two  for  females.  Full  details  of  the  scheme  were  given 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1938. 

During  the  year,  399  new  cases  were  seen,  of  which  263  were 
found  to  be  siiffering  from  one  or  other  of  the  venereal  diseases.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 


Water  Supply. — This  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fylde 
Water  Board.  The  water  is  an  upland  surface  water  of  a soft  nature. 
The  gathering  ground  is  a good  one  and  is  thoroughly  safeguarded 
from  all  risk  of  animal  pollution,  and  the  water  is  now  laid  on  to 
every  inhabited  part  of  the  Borough. 

Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis,  and  the  Engineer 
to  the  Board  has  been  good  enough  to  furnish  me  with  the  reports 
received  during  the  year.  All  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

The  sewerage  system  was  fully  described  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1938. 

In  the  Borough  there  are  58,381  water-closets  and  323  pail- 
closets.  There  are  only  three  cesspools  emptied  regularly  by  the 
Cleansing  Department,  but  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district  a large 
number  of  unsatisfactory  septic  tanks  exist.  These  have  overflows 
into  watercourses  which  give  rise  to  insanitary  conditions.  The 
Department  was  unable  to  take  any  action  during  the  year  for  the 
abolition  of  such  insanitary  conditions.  The  rate  of  progress  in  this 
connection  with  further  conversions  is  dependent  upon  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  sewers  in  the  northern  and  southern  portions  of 
the  Borough,  but  there  is  little  hope  of  much  work  being  done  during 
the  war. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. — This  is  carried  out  by  the 
Cleansing  Department  of  the  Corporation. 

I am  informed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Cleansing  that  the 
work  of  refuse  collection  Avas  interfered  with  to  some  extent  by  the 
repeated  “call-up”  of  man-power  to  the  Services,  but  despite  this, 
refuse  was  removed  from  all  premises  at  requisite  intervals. 

The  influx  of  troops  and  evacuees  was  considerable,  and,  Avhilst 
the  seasonal  influx  of  holiday-makers  was  restricted,  owing  to  war 
conditions,  the  tendency  was  to  a levelling  out  of  the  tonnage  to  be 
collected  during  the  year. 

In  response  to  instructions  of  H.M.  Government,  special  collec- 
tions of  salvage  material  were  instituted  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  refuse  collected  is  dealt  with  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works, 
and  during  the  year  this  amounted  to  33,864  tons,  whilst  in  addition, 
9,256  tons  were  tipped  away,  and  1,189  tons  of  nightsoil  were  re- 
moved.

The  business  of  a “fish-fryer”  was  scheduled  as  an  offensive  trade 
under  a Declaratory  Order  which  came  into  operation  on  the  13th 
March,  1914,  when  licences  were  granted  without  a limit  of  time. 
Under  the  Blackpool  Improvement  Act,  1925,  licences  were  granted 
for  the  establishment  of  the  business  for  a period  of  12  months  only. 
In  1930,  a Declaratory  Order  was  made,  and  from  the  26th  April  of 
that  year  “chip  potato”  frying  was  scheduled  as  an  offensive  trade.
